Upon close review of the claims, the prior art of record and 
applicants remarks in the Appeal Brief on page 8 line 18 
through page 33 line 8 mailed January 23, 2006, it appears that 
the allowance of claims 1-20 is appropriate. 

Hansson (U.S. Patent 6,323,775) discloses an apparatus for 
proximity base recharge notification. 

Alberth, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 5,771,471) discloses a charge 
regulator for a radio telephone. Neither Hansson nor Alberth, 
Jr. et al. teaches applicants claim invention discussed above. 
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While the Apphcants agree that the allowed claims recite a combination of subject 
matter that is patentable over the cited references, the Apphcants do not necessarily agree 
with or acquiesce in the statement of reasons for allowance given by the Examiner. 
Moreover, the Applicants note that the recited subject matter as well as various other subject 
matter and/or combinations of subject matter may be patentable for other reasons than those 
given by the Examiner.
